VERONICA LONGIFOLIA SUBSESSILIS. 


This long-time favorite plant is by far the best of the 
Speedwells,and it is certainly the finest blue flower that 
we have to enrich the late summer garden.Curiously enough 
it is not so well known as one would think,as indicated by 
the number of letters reaehingvus from persons who have 
bought this Yeronica of us and write to say how delighted 
they are to get the true sort after getting ordinary V.longi- 
folia from other sources. 

There is no need for confusion,for the plant is entirely 
distinct.It has larger sturdier stems,with rich dark green 
foliage which is almost sessile,-that is it has no leaf stem. 
While a young plant is quite erect,a more mature one has a 
tendency to grow outward before turning upward.It is never as 
tall as V.longifolia,but wder best eonditions might make 
thirty inches of height.Tke terminal flower spikes are dark 
blue,almost an inch in diameter and a foot long.Side shoots 
develop as the terminals fade so that flowers are to be seen 
from August to frost.This,together with the fine foliage color 
makes the plant an ornament to any garden. 

Nor is eulture difficult.The best spot is one ia full sum 
but where additional moisture may be given at flowering,for in 
the late summer on dry soils,it is helped by ample moisture. 
It is well to divide it regularly every other year,and to feed 


it well in the spring.A good complete fertilizer is suitable.

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ACONITUM AUTUMNALE. A fine border plant,particularly in shade 
this Monkshood grows about four feet high and flowers late 
in summer and thru September in a terminal spike of soft 
dark blue flowers.Fine as a background plant. 

A-NAPELLUS. The summer flowering Monkshood much resembles a 
Delphiniwm.Its attractive dark blue purple flowers come in 
July.Easy anywhere,and fine in shade. 


ASTER FRIKARTI. This small growing hardy Aster stands not over 
thirty inehes high,in a branching mass as far thru.It is 
covered with large soft blue flowers from late July thru 
the fall.It has innumerable uses in the border,or may be 
used alone about steps or the foreground of shrub groups. 

A. _HARRINGTON'S FINK. This New England Aster is the finest of 
its color,a soft true pink.It flowers quite early,and lasts 
thru September.Grows easily on poor soil,to some three feet 
and taller when well fed.Not weedy,it has always been slow 
to increase.We have been building up a stock for tw years 
and have fine heavy plants to offer. Try a clump of it 
with Aster frikarti about its feet. 


ASTILBE CHINENSIS PUMILA. Quite distinct from the taller 
Astilbes, this is about a foot high,with attractive foliage 
close to the ground.The rosy pink flower spikes appear in 
late summer,after all the other sorts are thru.Fine as an 
edging,in the rockery,or behind low plants like Violas. 

A.SIMPLICIFOLIA. This very distinct Astilbe has spreading stems 
arching out from a central tuft of leaves and tipped with 
bright pink flowers in summer.Habit is much like that of 
the common Crab Cactus.Attractive and rare. 


DICENTRA FORMOSA.The Plumy Bleeding-Heart is native to Oregon 
and other West Coast states.It grows to about 18" with very 
much divided soft blue green foliage and pendant racemes 
of rose-purpie flowers quite like the true Bleeding-Heart. 

D.SWEETHEART.This is the white form of the Plumy Bleeding-Heart 
not at all common.Needs a bit of shade for best results. 

D.SPECTABILIS. True Bleeding-Heart. The fine old hardy peren- 
nial so well known,yet so attractive in any garden.Partie- 
ularly fine for use in shade,for massing under trees,or on 
the north side of a home.

The White Bleeding-Heart is most uncommon 
and rare in gardens.Smaller in growth,and with lighter col- 
ored foliage.The flowers white,softly flushed pink as they 
age.Qne year old plants only at one dollar each. 


GYPSOPHILA BRISTOL FAIRY. We grow this fine tall Double Baby's 
Breath on-its own roots,making a more permanent plant we 
_think:Fine for cutting, this blooms almost all summer from 

July on. Strong year old roots,will flower this year. 
G.ROSY VEIL. Lower growing than the preceding,but with equally 
double flowers which are delicately tinged pink. 


HELIANTHEMUM.These are the Sm-Roses,little prostrate sub-shrubs 
native to the shores of the Mediterranean.They delight in a 
hot-exposed spot,especially if they ean carpet rocks,and 
are a-sheet-of color for weeks in midsummer. 

-APRICOP. A soft. yellow sort.Strong growing. 

.BEN LEDI. Crimson lake in color.Compact plant. 

EN NEVIS. Yellow with a reddish bloteh. 

BOULE DE FEU. A small plant with large very double red blooms. 

BRUNETTE. A rich bronzy yellow. 

-BUTTERCUP. Flowers single, buttercup yellow.Strong plant.

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PLANNING THER HOME GROUNDS. 


For years we have been writing in 
the GOSSIP about Borders,Formal Gardens, 
Edges of Shrubs,and In Front of Evergreens. 
Now all of these presumed that the aver- 
age home owner had formulated a plan for 
his grounds and was industriously follow- 
ing it up.But eaeh new home-builder faces 
the problem and with so many all at once 
just now,we are finding that few have a 
real conception of what they wish in the 
way of a garden.The front of the home is 
either left to a Landscape Man,or else 
Mr.Home Owner and his wife have looked at 
other homes with evergreens or shrubs as 
foundation planting and have decided on 
what they want.But the intimate part of 
the property where they should have beauty 
and peace,and room to live in,outdoors,- 
why there are so many ways to plan that 
and so many different things to use that 
the average person is completely at a 
loss.And there is often another consider- 
ation,-just what constitutes good taste? 


It has never seemed to us that the 
latter was important.This area of the 
home grounds is private,and is developed 
for the owners pleasure or needs.And even 
if it isn't entirely out of sight we ean 
see nothing wrong with developing it to 
suit one's individual taste.Normally speak- 
ing one doesn't expect to find a formal 
garden in the fullest sense of the word 
occupying the land adjacent to a typical 
New England small city home.Yet we knew 
just such a garden.It fitted the place 
and the owner's taste perfectly .Moreover 
it gave a great deal of pleasure to cowmt- 
less others who could see it over its 
clipped hedge.And there was another home 
in a village in another state with grounds 
of about the same extent.There was a beau- 
tiful sweep of lawn leading slightly upward 
to an edging of tall shrubs with here and 
there some large evergreens,which surrounded 
the entire plot and was broken onee or 
twice to permit a view of distant hills. 
Near the house,at one side was an irregular 
border of early spring flowers,Tulips and 
Baffodils,Mertensia and Bleedingheart.All .. 
the rest of the flower planting was of tall 
things like Helenium which flowered late 
beeause the owners went to a lakeshore 
camp for the summer.These tall plants were 
in seattered groups set into the lawn and 
pefore the shrubs.Informal, but a perfeet 
arrangement. But a third home,not far fron 
this second one tho in another town was a 
winding maze of paths,edged with flowers 
in beds.Or perhaps one rounded a big ever- 
green to come full on a considerable bor- 
der.Under the evergreens were ferns or 
other plants suited to the spot.Under the 
shrubs were thousands of small spring bulbs 
while under the giant trees were areas 
filled with Hostas and Aconites and Day- 
Lilies. Bear in mind these were all small 
home grounds,larger than city lots perhaps 
but none so extensive that one couldn't 
easily care for them with one helper.

Each of these gardens fitted the 
personality and tastes of the owner.In 
no case was the public taste consulted 
nor was any thought given to anything 
but the personal likes and dislikes of 
three very different persons.And it is 
that point we are making.The area where 
you garden should reflect you.If you like 
formal design,and ordered array,have it. 
If you like broad sweeps of lawn and views 
framed by stately trees,have them.While if 
plants-all kinds of growing things,are 
what you like,more power to you for you 
will be a gardener after our own heart. 


Given a plot of ground of any size 
so many opportunities for making plants 
grow naturally will present themselves 
that a lifetime can be spent carrying 
out the possibilities.Why try to get it 
all done in one year? You like the sound 
of some new plant in the catalog,to fill 
an area which now is planted and doing 
nicely. But of course that plant grows tog 
tall and blots out a special vista at 
some season,it should come out.And if it 
won't fill in some spot at the background 
of a bed or border elsewhere,why hesitate 
to discard it? You had seen it flower,and 
made it grow nicely.It had repaid your 
investment in it. 


Or suppose Sweet Violets have taken 
over a portion of a flower bed to the ex- 
clusion of all else,and you really wanted 
some nice Long Spurred Columbines there 
in the partially shaded spot where with 
ample moisture they would be so lovely 
for a month or more.Move the Violets over 
under the Grape Vines.In the spring they 
will delight you with their fragrant blos- 
soms,and then you can forget them.They!1l1 
do all right and be back the next spring, 
if you prune your Grapes as you should 
and let in the spring sunshine. Under that 
old Apple tree next to the garage is a 
spot where nothing seems to grow except 
Myrtle. Maybe Bleedingheart and Mertensia 
and Trillium would be better.And down 
where the standpipe comes up and water 
drips or runs off and on during the summer 
is a fine place to try the little Alpine 
Buttercup,Ranunculus montanus. 


Over under the Pine tree would be a 
good place to try growing Arbutus, but we 
mustn't walk directly to it,for one doesn't 
usually find it so easily.Instead,plan to 
come on it after going around a clump of 
Ferns,which could begin as a wide bed of 
tall Osmunda if shaded for part of the 
day,then as one nears the pine let it be 
some smaller finer species,while in and 
near the Arbutus you'll have difficulty 
with any of the smaller sorts,but may 
succeed with the little Oak fern,or the 
Polypody.

HEUCHERA CASCADE. This Coral Bell has light green foliage with 
a distinct darker ring.Tall spikes of light pink flowers. 
H.GARNET. A bright red Coral Bell,of moderately strong growth. 


IRIS SIBIRICA CAESAR'S BROTHER. All the Siberian Iris are very 
permanent plants, thriving in any good soil,even when quite 
dry.They are ideal for the edges of pools,and equally good 
toward the back of the border,for they flower profusely in 
July.This is considered the best dark purple blue. 

Z.SNOW QUEEN. Still the finest white flowered sort. 

I.TURQUOISE CUP.An exquisite soft blue,quite distinet from othera

PHLOX DIVARICATA LAPHAMI.Much interest has been shown in this 
Phlox following an article by C.W.Wood in The Flower Grower. 
To the best of our knowledge we have the true soft rich blue 
sort.The plant is a compact mass about a foot high,with many 
flowering stems in May.It then needs to be eut down,after 
which its foliage is attractive all summer.Very fragrant. 

P.DIV.SNOWFLAKES. Selected by Alex Cumming as the finest white 
form of the Canadian Phlox,this is a pure white counterpart 
of the preceding,and equally effect for bedding. 


PYRETHRUM HELEN. Despite heavy losses due to the drought, and 
a good demand last fall,we still have a lot of plants of 
this finest of all double Painted Daisy,a Vermont raised 
seedling and a must in every cutting garden,or any other 
for that matter.Perfeetly formed fully double flowers of 
a delightful even rose pink.Moderately tall.Good stems. 

“put it is brilliantly colored,-an wnusual orange pink.For 
cutting, take it when half open to preserve its shading. 

P.VICTORIA. A large strong growing single of deep rose color 
bordering on red.It is attractive,and makes a fine display 
in the garden.Exeellent for cutting also.

This summer flowering lily is of such easy eulture 
and of so graceful a habit that it should be used more 
generously in the Border.It will grow three feet tall, 
and earry seven to ten grenadine-red flowers,black spotted 
two inehes or more in diameter and reflexed to make a lot 
of color.*he stems are slender and wiry,holding the blooms 
well erect,without being stiff looking.

HANNAH DUSTIN. Some years ago,we received from a friend,one 
bulb of a lily which he wrote was the largest and showiest 
L.umbellatum he knew.Of its origin,he was uneertain.It 
might be the variety Sappho, but he rather thought not,and 
beeause of its sturdy ability to look out for itself,he 
preferred to eallit Hannah Dustin,for the New England her- 
oine of that name.The color is a flame orange,for want of 
a truer determination. We have been inereasing this ever 
sinee,and next year we may have a quantity.For this spring 
we have exaetly eleven LARGE bulbs to spare at one dollar eamh.

On the sunnier side of the Pine but 
not under it why not a sweep of blue 
Phlox divaricata,tho if the soil is too 
acid it may not grow so well. Double 
Bloodroot under and about stones that 
had to be picked up and piled somewhere. 
Bloodroot likes a shaly bank,and to grow 
out from under a small flat stone where 
it can keep its roots cool in summer. 
And back toward the house,in good view 
from the shaded porch or from the seat 
under the big tree,get in some clumps of 
Phlox and other things that will be in 
flower in the hot days of summer,so that 
you can sit at your ease and enjoy them. 


Obviously, this is the kind of gardening 
to enjoy.But is it? Perhaps Mr. has to be 
at work early and stay late,and Mrs.has 
something else to keep clean besides beds 
of flowers. All right then,what's the best 
view over your garden area.Perhaps there 
isn't any,only the incinerator next door 
on one side,and a garage on the other 
while along the back is another plot 
exactly like yours. Get some tall shrubs 
not much difference what,and plant them 
closely to screen the worst views.If at 
some spot you can see out between two 
buildings and glimpse the front of an 
attractive home on another street,try to 
leave that open,and frame it with a 
couple of specimen trees,or evergreens. 
Somewhere in this lot, there must be a 
spot that seems proper to sit,if only 
there were a little privacy and shade.It 
doesn't take much thought to plan to get 
both,with the help of your nurseryman 
who should know what to use for such work. 
Now,of an evening you can get outdoors 
and enjoy your garden area.Of course,as 
the shrubs grow,the grass will die out 
under some of them and you can fill in 
with something which will stand the shade 
and blossom a bit.Over there where they 
can be seen from the house,some Daffodils 
and Tulips would be bright in the first 
spring days.Too bad there aren't other 
pulbs that grow as easily that we could 
plant along the front of those shrubs 
on the other side.Perhaps some Hybrid 
Regal Lilies would grow there,they don't 
have to have a large plot of open ground 
to be kept free of weeds, just something 
we could stir up in a few moments some 
evening,and they would perfume the whole 
garden of a July evening. Garden? Why of 
course it's a garden,why not? Aren't 
there trees and shrubs and flowers in it, 
with grass and a spot to relax. 


Or maybe you've just about retired.It 
might just be that there would have to be 
something to do.You ran a well ordered 
office,perhaps.+he incoming mail was 
opened and distributed, the orders booked 
and sent to the shipping room,and the 
other details all handled with a minimum 
of retraced steps.

You'd like a garden,but you wouldn't 
want one of those fussy ones,with a few 
plants here and a few more there.That 
spot out there just below the living- 
room windows,what could you do with that? 


Well,measure it first,and find its 
center.Lay it out on paper,with a thought 
to all the details, just as you arranged 
the work at the office. Take a bit of 
thought,no dabt,and some reading, but right 
now you can't do much outside,and the 
local Garden Club would welcome a new mem- 
ber,whom they'd delight in warning against 
all the mistakes they made when they 
started gardening. One made his beds too 
wide and ‘couldn't weed them without getting 
in them.Another did the opposite and never 
had room for more than two groups of 
plants to flower at the same time. If you 
have grass paths,be sure they are wide 
enough to permit mowing with a machine. 
What a bout balance of walks and beds? 
What about perspective,if you should put 
in a picture window to take advantage of 
the view of your garden? Oh yes,to be sure 
it is a garden,tho it has no plants in it 
for before you know it spring will have 
come and you'll have the background hedge 
in and the walks finished and the empty 
plots of ground will be looking to you 
for something to fill their wide open 
spaces.No doubt you'll start with the old 
well tried combinations such as Deliphin- 
ium and Madonna Lilies,than which there 
is no lovelier.You'll plant a bed to 
Poppies and have a riot of color for weeks 
and then suddenly,—-nothing! Or that bed 
you carefully arranged to look so well, 
with several kinds of plants,will start 
growing,and right next the path will be 
three foot stems.Somehow that isn't right 
and it must be changed.Next to the path 
we'll put Polyanthus Primroses,that will 
flower early.Back of them,some Coral-bells 
and then perhaps Phlox Miss Lingard.But 
wait, by that time the Primroses will be 
out of bloom,and perhaps the Heucheras 
too.That edging is all right,but it will 
look untidy in midsummer.Of course we 
could put Hostas in place of the Coral- 
bells and their foliage would cover the 
the Primroses, but moist as that growmd 
is,I'll probably have the Primroses all 
eaten up by slugs by midsummer.Instead 
let's have another section where we can 
grow plants like in a nursery,and when 
the Primroses are thru we'll take them 
out and fill in with Armerias,or maybe 
that little dwarf Scabiosa,Pterocephalus 
would be nice,it flowers in midsummer. 
Wonder what Lilies we could plant with 
those Poppies that would stand up to 
their smothering and flower after they 
were over.Maybe some of those late 
flowering hybrid “egals would,and we 
could have some Japanese Speciosums in 
pots plunged over in the nursery and 
move them in,for they won't stand too 
much crowding from other foliage. 
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HARDY GARDEN LILIES. 


PRIDE SEEDLINGS. These were raised from seed of L.Pride of 
Charlotte,whieh is a clonal variety.They have perhaps the 
greatest variation in flowering period of any of the hybrid 
trumpet lilies.Their coloring tends to be dark on the out- 
side,while the extremely long trumpets are very white. 
STRONG FLOWERING SIZE BULBS,-40¢ each; 10 for 45.50. 


LILLIAN CUMMINGS. One of a group of hybrids known as the Sten- 
ographer Series,originated by Miss Preston in Canada.This 
grows to about three feet,and has a fine terminal spike of 
grenadine red blooms which open quite flat and all faee out- 
ward to display their full coloring. Qne dollar each. 


PRINCEPS. These were originally seedlings of L.G.C.Creelman,and 
like that sort,they much resemble Lilium regale,save that they 
flower two weeks later,and in a group for the most part.

QENOTHERA ILLUMINATION. As a group the Summdrops are apt to be 
weedy, but they are so very showy with their bright yellow 
flowers often two inches aeross at the top of short sturdy 
stems,that they are very commonly planted.This is typieal 
of the group, but it does not spread widely.Instead it makes 
a eompaet plant about eighteen inches high,flowering well 
in June,and if cut dowm,it often give another bloom later 
in the summer.

That bed in the center will be a sight 
when those Phlox all get into bloom in 
mid-July,-but that's a long time to wait 
for color.It's possible to have Pansies 
there in the spring,and then if there

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SEED OF THE NEW SHELBURNE PINK LILIES. 


These new Shelburne Pink Lilies are developed from a 
bloom which first appeared quite a number of years ago in 
our Shelburne Hybrid strain of Regal “ilies.At first we 
were content to propagate the pink flowered forms as they 
appeared,but as we realized how easily this method lent itself 
to the increase of any strain of Mosaic virus that the bulbs 
might pick up,and also how long it would be before we could 
send out any real quantity of good pink Regal Lilies at a 
reasonable price,we deeided to find out if the eolor variation 
sould be reprodueed from seed in a satisfaetory pereentage. 
We have been successful beyond our hopes. Last year we offered 
seed for the first time this being taken from various strains 
of pinks which we felt would give a fair proportion of eolored 
blooms.But in 1949 we flowered seedlings from a clonal sort 
which were almost one hundred percent pink. The degree of 
eoloring varies,however,and while some have deeply colored 
edges on the segments and a flush of pink thruout the entire 
flower,others show a flushing only.The colorings are brighter 
if the blooms open in partial shade.But definitely these pinks 
do not fade out on other soils as proven by tests made for us 
in other gardens and reported by letters in our files. 


This year we offer seed from this clonal sort which gives 
sueh a high pereentage of eolored blooms.This is also being 
distributed by a noted Seedsman.Each seed is cheeked eare- 
fully and all should germinate under proper eare. WE WILL 


VERMICULITE. 


We use expanded mica or Vermiculite as a medium in which 
to sew practically all the seeds we plant under glass.Not only 
is it free of damping off fungi,but it ean be kept wif ormly 
woist over a good period so that an umwatched flat will not 
burn to a erisp beeause of a few hours negleet.In Vermiculite 
seedlings develop exeellent root systems making transplanting 
easy.But sinee the material contains absolutely no plmt food 
many have felt it umsatisfaetory.One must use a soluble 
material as soon as the seeds have germinated,and regularly 
after that.Last year we offered a combination of Vermieulite 
and soluble Fertilizer Tablets as a splendid combination to 
be used with Lily seeds.Many purchased it for sowing other 
seed however and we are repeating tke offering this year.
